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NEW ZEALAND 
PUTS AUST. 
TO SHAME

NEW ZEALAND television will provide exten- 
sive coverage of the World Cup from Mexico, 
the sort of coverage which will put Australia’s 
minimal TV effort to shame.

IT’S not just the Olympic Airways Natio- 
nal League which faces a mountain of 
problems sorting out its format for 1987. 


The various State 
Leagues - in particular 
those based on Syd- 
ney and Melbourne - 
are apprehensive, 
viewing with under- 
standable trepidation 
what is going to hap- 
pen to their competi- 
tions. 


-Ten teams from the pre- 
sent 24-strong NSL are due 
to be relegated at the end 
of this season. 

Where will they go? 

That is the $64,000 ques- 
tion which is puzzling 
administrators in the NSW 
and Victorian Soccer 
Federations. 

Melita Eagles, probably 
the most powerful club in 
the NSW State League, has 
recommended one scheme 
for a State Super League, 
embracing teams from 
Newcastle and Canberra 
as well as the Sydney- 
Wollongong sides. 


Sam Vella, secretary of 
Melita, said: “The sug- 
gested new competition 
would have to include at 
least eight clubs from the 
present State League, plus 
about six from the NSL.” 

But if this plan is 
accepted, three State 
League teams would be 
kicked out without filling 
the dreaded bottom re- 
legation spot. 


That would hardly be 
just treatment for clubs 
which have stood loyally 
by the State competition 
when so many others de- 
fected to the National 
League. 

State president John 
Constantine promised his 
executive would shortly 
have a special meeting for 
a full and frank discussion 
of the 1987 set-up. 

“We are working on the 
problem,” said Constan- 
tine. 

The State president 
made one pledge, howev- 
er, when he said: ““We will 
not interfere with normal 
promotion and relegation 
in the State competition.” 

This means one club 
WILL go down and one 
WILL come up this year. 

Constantine also be- 
lieves the present State 
League clubs should stay 
put - apart from the re- 
legation of the bottom 
club. 

If the 1987 competition 
includes 12 of the present 
State teams plus up to six 
from the Olympic Air- 
ways National League, 
New South Wales might 
be stuck with an unwork- 
able 18-team State League. 

George Wallace, secret- 
ary of the Victorian Soc- 
cer Federation, admits his 
Federation has “left the 
problem to one side for 
the time being.” 

“We will adjust our 
arrangements as soon as 


we know what is happen- 
ing in the NSL,” said 
Wallace. 

“Tf only two Victorian 
teams are relegated from 
the national competition, 
these would be added to

the present State League,” 
he said, “but we don’t 
want more than 16 teams 
in the Victorian State 
League.” 

He went on: “Every- 
thing depends on how 


many of our teams are 
kicked out of the NSL. 

“We must be flexible 
until we see exactly what 
the 1986 NSL produces.”

Of course, due to recep- 
tion difficulties in many 
homes, the stars will be 
seen through a constant 
snowstorm but this is 
something we must 
tolerate. 

At least the Kiwis can 
expect good coverage and 
a perfect picture, 

Lucky New Zealand! 

NZ is even sending its 
own commentator, David 
Allan, to Mexico to team 
up with British televi- 
sion’s vast hordes of com- 
mentators. 

. And World cup men 
John Adshead, Adrian 
Elrick, Steve Sumner and 
Sam Malcolmson will pro- 
vide expert analysis from 
the NZ studio. 
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COMPETITION for places in the “new” Soccer- 
00 squad in going to be particularly fierce this 
year. 

That is a very good thing. 

While national coach Frank Arak is, under- 
standably, reluctant to ditch the players who 
performed so well for Australia In 1985, he must 
be extremely happy about the number of 
newcomers knocking on the door for Socceroo 
selection. 


If we look only at the Northern Division of the 
Olympic Airways National League, itis amazing 
the number of players staking their claims for a 
green and gold jersey. 

Having a quick run through the 12 clubs, we 
come up with names like Tony Dakos, David 
Lowe, Mike Gibson, Robbie Wheatley, Robbie 
Slater, Paul Carter, Craig Moffitt, Robert Hooker, 
Peter Tredinnick, Tony Franken, Frank Farina, 
Mark Brown, Gary Phillips, Gerry Gomez, Chris 
Kalantais, Arno Bertogna and Rod Brown. 


Admittedly, some of those listed are not 
exactly new faces. 

For instance, Farina, Franken, Gomez, Tredin- 
nick, Bertogna and Wheatley have been in- 
cluded in, or on the fringe of, Socceroo squads 
In the past. 

Basically, though, all the 17 players named are 
strangers to regular national team selection. 

Some, like Mark Brown, Moffitt and Hooker, 
have not, so far, been considered for top 
representative honours. 


But it is a healthy sign when, only a few 
months after Australia concluded its challenge 


for the 1986 World Cup in Mexico, a completely 


new squad is now available to challenge for 
future World Cups or Olympic tournaments. 

lf Frank Arok had to select an Australian 
team to play right now, we do not think he could 
leave out players like Tony Dakos, David Lowe, 
Gerry Gomez, Frank Farina and Robbie 
Wheatley. 

And remember this assessment of talent is 
based only on what is available in the Northern 
Division . . . in other words, only 50 per cent of 
the players in the NSL. 


What makes the situation even more 
heartening is the fact that virtually all of the 
players we have listed are dinky di Aussies. 

Gone are the days when Australia over- 
loaded Its International teams with Englishmen 
and Scots who failed to make the grade in their 


‘own countries. 


There will always be room in Australian 
Soccer for quality imported players if they can 
live up to the standard set by their predeces- 
sors like Peter Wilson, Branko Buljevic, Jimmy 
Rooney, Adrian Alston, Billy Vojtek and Stan 
Ackerley. 

Players of this calibre do much to brighten up 
the sometimes dull entertainment at club level. 

Yet who would doubt that, at international 
level, Australia is now in the happy position of 
being able to do without Imports? 

it Is a fact that, instead of importing players 
for the national squads, we are now able to 
export. 

Craig Johnston, Eddie Krncevic, Tony Dorigo 
and David Mitchell are living evidence of this — 
no matter how we may mourn their loss to the 
game in this country. 

Opinions are divided about Soccer standards 
in Australia. 


Old-timers insist the quality today does not 
compare with that of 10, 15 or 20 years ago. 

Possibly the restrictions placed on the import 
of foreign talent may have caused some drop in 
playing standards but ASW does not entirely go 
along with that theory. 


Even in the heady days of 1974 when 
Australia actually qualified for the last 16 in the 
World Cup, it would not have been possible to 
supply a list of 17 LOCAL young players with 
credentials to represent their country. 

And, though clubs in the Southern Division of 
the NSL do not shout the odds about THEIR 
young, local, talent, there may well be 34, not 17, 
players worthy of Socceroo selection going 
around this season. 

it Is, Indeed, a very healthy situation. 


HENDO MARCONI’S 


GOAL ‘SUPERSUB’

WITH defeat imminent Marconi’s caretaker- 
coach, Roberto Vieri produced his first master 
stroke as the man-in-charge when he sent on 
the not fully-fit Tony Henderson as substitute 


15 minutes from the end to lead his side to a 3-2

However City pegged a 
goal back in the 24th 
minute when Frank Fari- 
na flew down the left and 
crossed into the goal- 
mouth where John Kosmi- 
na slid the ball in from a 
couple of metres. 

There were several wild 
tackles in the match and 
testimony to this were the 
prone figures of Driene, 


Wheatley and Lee on the 
ground. 

Sydney City in fact 
took command in the 
second half and had con- 
tinual sorties at the Marco- 
ni defence. 


Marconi for their part 
did little attacking and 
were content to attempt to 
weather the City 
onslaught. For a time it 
looked likely but in the 
68th minute Farina was 
again in the thick of the 
action when he headed 
home a Paul Kay cross 
when he was left totally 
unattended.

THE GLOVES ARE OFF 


MUCH has been writ- 
ten lately about the 
increased pressure 
that will be on each 
team to make the cut- 
off for next year’s 
competition. 


Referees have been in- 
volved in meetings with 
the coaches of the national 
league teams to discuss 
problems that occur in 
games. This is an excellent 
moye if some concrete 
measures are adopted to 
improve the game. 

Too often discussions 
such as these tend to end 
with many promises by 
participating parties but 
very few positive changes 
being initiated. 

With referees and 
coaches accepting that 
there will be more urgency 
associated with collecting 
points I think it is impor-. 
tant for the NSL Execu- 
tive to take a stronger 
stand by changing the pre- 
sent set-up regarding disci- 
pline. Stricter control of 
negative behavour on the 
field which may arise 
through frustration or as a 
last resort to secure the 
points, is essential. 

One positive step would 
be to adopt the “Trial By 
Video” ‘system which is 
used by the Rugby League 
to stamp out foul play 
which brings the game in 
to disrepute. Incidents of 
blatant foul play which go 
unpunished because the re- 
feree has not seen the 
offense should be dealt 
with using video coverage 
of the games. 

It is unfortunate that 
some players, in the heat 
of the game, have little (if 
any) regard for the liveli- 
hood and playing future 
of their oponents. 

Too often the game is 
robbed of excitment when 
a player who possesses su- 
perior skill or speed is 
stopped by foul means. 
The crowd suffers and the 
oppositions winning 
chances are effectively de- 
creased. 


An incident in a recent 
cup game televised by 
Channel 0 typifies the 
situation. A player was 
penalised for kicking an 
oponents ankle. After the 
whistle had blown the 
player receiving the free 
kick used an elbow to the 
face of the offender. 

Who will forget the 
tackle on Chris Kalantzis 
which could have easily 
finished his Soccer career. 
On this occasion the tackle 
went unpunished and the 
injured player had to 
crawl to the sideline for 
treatment. 


Both incidents were 
highlighted on TV and 
must surely be of little 
benefit to the public image 
of the game. 

If the league overseers 
were serious about ridding 
the game of such foul play 
then actions such as those 
mentioned above would 
be severely dealt with. 


REFEREES TO 
SORT OUT ANY 
PROBLEMS WITH 
THE CLUBS 


Incidents behind play 
are also common in games 
against some teams and I 
appreciate the difficulties 
faced by the referees to 
detect these offences. It is 
quite often this type of 
incident which ultimately 
causes trouble in the game 
as players take matters in 
to their own hands. 

Linesmen should take a 
more active role in this 
facet of the game and 
assist by reporting off the 
ball altercations so that 
the referee can take the 
appropriate action. 


It is important for the 
game officials to create a 
situation on the field in 
which the players are con- 
fident of receiving protec- 
tion while displaying the 
skills of the game and this 
will only happen if the 
“hatchet-men” in the game 
know that any breach of 
the rules will be severely 
deal with both on and off 
the field. At present this is 
»not occuring.

The appeals committee 
is nothing but a ‘toothless 
tiger”. This was never 
more evident than in the 
handling of Graham Jen- 
nings case early this year.

THE coming World Cup Final series in Mexico 
will bring two of the globe’s greatest soccer 
nations — Italy and Brazil, bidding to become 
the first country to be crowned world cham- 


pions four times! 


And if either nation 
achieve this magnificent 
feat it will be something 
to behold. 

Brazil’s World Cup 
wins were in 1958, 1962 
and 1970. 

Italy, the present World 
Champion and also Cup 
winners in 1934 and 1938, 
equalled Brazil’s record of 
three World Cp titles in 
the Spanish sunshine of 
1982. 

This of course was 
achieved mainly by a play- 
er who was in public dis- 
grace until shortly before 
the tournament — the 
great Paolo Rossi. 

Rossi’s six goals in the 
second half of the ex- 
panded, 24-team finals po- 
wered Italy to victory and 
completed an astonishing 
turnaround in the fortunes 
of both the team and the 
then 25-year-old striker. 

Rossi was banned from 
Soccer after being in-

volved in a bribery scandal 
in Italy in 1980. 

After the ban was lifted 
in April 1982 he made 
only three league appear- 
ances for Juventus before 
the World Cup Finals 
started. 

Also, Dino Zoff, at 40, 
became the oldest man, 
and the first goalkeeper 
since his 1934 compatriot 
Giampiero Combi to cap- 
tain a World Cup winning 
team. 

And, the four games 
Italy won in the second 
half of the tournament — 
against Argentina, Brazil, 
Poland and West Ger- 
many — were its only 
victories of 1982. 

1978 champion Argenti- 
na, despite the skills of 
Diego Maradona, and 
favourite Brazil both lost 
to Italy in the second 
round and wer eliminated. 

The Spanish World Cup 
Final series — the 12th

World Cup was notewor- 
thy for its length — 30 
days. 

This plus the superb 
matches between Italy and 
Brazil, and West Ger- 
many and France, and the 
way Itly and Rossi blos- 
somed after an almost di- 
Sastrous opening round 
and eventually defeated 
West Germany 3-1 in the 
final. 


The first World Cup to 
have 24 finalists produced 
a record number of 52 
matches and 146 goals. 

Ten of those goals were 
scored in one match when 
Hungary crushed El Salva- 
dor 9-1 to set a scoring 
record for a game in the 
finals.

People like Arok, 
Thomson and Scheinflug 
have all got assistants of 
the calibre of Mick Hick- 
man, Roberto Vieri and 
Frank Lang to help with 
the coaching side of their 
teams, leaving the senior 
coaches with more 
opportunity to look after 
the promotion, buying and 
selling of players and 
general management of 
their clubs. 

This is very much in 
line with the overseas pro- 
fessional set ups an can 
only be of enormous be- 
nefit to the game. 


INSIDE WORK 
WILL PAY THE 
DIVIDENDS 


A club that is run on 
sound business principles 
has got a far greater 
chance of long term suc- 
cess that will eventually 
lead to championships and 
titles. 

One manager/coach 
who seems to have man- 
aged his club’s affairs bet- 
ter than most is Les 
Scheinflug at Marconi. 
When he returned to the 
club at the beginning of 
1984, the team had just 
gone through a depressing 
slump which saw it finish 
in 14th position for the 
1981 season, 10th in 1982 
and nineth in 1983, a far 
from impressive perform- 
ance from one of Austra- 
lia’s leading clubs. 

Since going back to 
Bossley Park however, 
Scheinflug has managed to 
lift Marconi back to it’s 
former status, not only on 
the field but also off it. In 
both 1984 and 1985, the 
club has finished third in 
the Northern Division, 
reached the Grand Final 


in conjunction with 


Gullivexs Sport dravel 


last year and is one of the 
strong favourites for the 
championship this season. 


Just as importantly 
however, he has managed 
to rebuild his team and 
dramatically improve it’s 
results without spending a 
small fortune. Unlike a 
large number of other 
coaches, Scheinflug bought 
and sold players at a hand- 
some profit to his club. 

Since 1984 he has re- 
leased players for a total 
of $120,000 and replaced 
them at a cost of just over 
$100,000. This overall pro- 
fit of $20,000, while bring- 
ing players like David 
Lowe, Paul Carter, Ian 
Gray, Peter Tredinnick 
and Robbie Wheatley into 
his team, is excellent busi- 
ness and must rate Scheinf- 
lug as one of, if not the 
most valuable manager/ 
coaches in the league. 

Coaches all over the 
world will always finally 
be judged on results, but 
the trend nowadays seems 
to be heading towards a 
coach who can lead his 
team to success on the 
field and also manage his 
club’s business affairs pro- 
fitably. 

With most of our lead- 
ing clubs now following 
this path, Australian Soc- 
cer appears to be on the 
way towards achieving a 
professional organisation 
similar to the more de- 
veloped Soccer nations of 
the world.

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YOU HAVE TO BE 
GOOD TO BE A 
TOP COACH NOW 


COACHING at a top level has progressed greatly over the last 10 years. Far from 
just putting the team on the park, the present day coach is really a manager who 
has to plan carefully and know far more about man-management than ever before. 


‘There are several areas 
a top coach takes more 
care about these days and 
these include: 

(A) The psychological 
side of players; to assess 
personality or motivation 
which in turn helps 
coaches have a better 
understanding of how 
players react in certain 
situations. 

(B) The physical side of 
training has progressed 
greatly from just sending 
players out to lap the 
ground. Each aspect of 
physical fitness is carefully 
monitored on endurance, 
both general and local, 
stretch, speed and 
flexibility. 

(C) Individual ball tech- 
niques. Although worked 
on from an early age, 
players still need to be 
monitored and worked at 
oyer long periods. Exam- 
ples of this come to the 
fore on the swerving of 
balls on free kicks. Players 
with this skill work hard 
to acquire it and then 
retain it. 

(D) Team work obvious- 
ly has to be worked on 
also in terms of a general 
pattern, the team plays 
and defensive organisation 


as well as other areas the 
coach determines from 
assessing the capabilities 
of his own players and 
often the style of the 
opposition. 

With better facilities 
for training, with equip-

ment such as videos and 
having more coaches and 
staff to assist and with far 
more knowledge at his 
fingertips, the present day 
coach should have the 
equipment to prepare bet- 
ter teams and players. 


Careful planning is vi- 
tal and this was evident in 
our last World Cup prepa- 
ration where we were up 
against supposedly far su- 
perior opposition but in 
the end produced a team 
capable of matching them.

WHAT IS SUCCESS 
AND FAILURE? 


WITH the State and National League now under way, already commentators and 


spectators are predicting success or failure for the various teams.

What is success and 
what is failure? 

Some would define suc- 
cess as doing better this 
year than you did last 
year. 

Some define success as 
“giving of your best.” 

Failure, then, would be 
the opposite of these. 

Success and failure at 
both State League and 
National League level this 
year is more specific than 
this. 

Success is to finish 
above the cut off, failure 
is to finish below. 

However, even this is 
not specific enough. 

To finish fifth or sixth 
in the National League 
would not please Sydney 
City. 

I imagine Eddie 
Thompson would be very 
upset about such a 
happening. 

So, really, success and 


failure is a very individual 
thing. 

Nevertheless, man’s 
ultimate measurement of 
success is to finish first. 

This is the case whether 
it is an examination at 
school, a business venture, 
a car race or a Soccer 
competition. 

“All the world loves a 
winner” . . . winning isn’t 
everything, it is the only 
thing.” 


Certainly we all like to 
be associated with win- 
ners, as is easily seen in 
Soccer when comparing 
crowds of teams that are 
winning and those who 
watch a losing team. 

We feel good when we 
are winning, or watching 
our team winning. 

We feel bad when we 
lose. 

There is no denying 
that. 

So it would seem worth- 
while to be a winner. 

It would seem worth- 
wile to make the effort 
that it takes to become a 
winner. 

There is a story about 
two frogs who decided to 
have a contest. 

They were standing at 
the base of a ladder which 
had 10 rungs onit, each 12 
inches apart. 

The contest was to see 
who could get to the top. 

So both frogs jumped 
off together. 


One was able to jump 
12 inches, the other could 
only jump 11°/s inches. 

The first frog landed on 
the first rung and the 
second frog tumbled back 
to the ground. 


The first frog then 
jumped 12 inches onto the 
second rung, while the 
second frog jumped his 
11%/4 inches and tumbled 
back to earth again. 

So it continued, the first 
frog jumping from one 
rung to the other till he 
got to the top, while the 
other kept falling to the 
ground.

WHEN on December 
15, 1985 in Mexico City 
the draw for the 1986 
World Cup Finals was 
made over one billion 
television viewers 
witnessed it and a 
multitude of them 
were delirious Mex- 
icans. 


This was because the 
host nation had been 
drawn favourably in 
Group B against Belgium, 
Paraguay and Irak. 


Being host nation has 
its good points and bad. 
Yet Mexico have seeming- 
ly gone to great lengths 
not to be underdone. 

They began their run-in 
to the forthcoming Cup 
Finals with four games 
prior to Christmas. 


They lost only one, 1-0 
to Chile. They then beat 
Trinidad 2-0 and caused 
the biggest stir when they 
drew 1-1 with both Um- 
guay and Argentina. 


Mexico look to have 
been given a relatively 
easy passage to the second 
phase in what is the 
weakest group by far. 


With them Belgium 
should qualify for the next 
round. 


The Mexican build-up 
continued with a recent 
tournament victory invol- 
ving South Korea, Algeria 
and Hungary. This Mex- 
ican side is possibly the 
best they have ever pro- 
duced. 

They will play their 
first match in the vastness 
of the grand Azteca Sta- 
dium, in front of no less 


than 110,000 firm parti- 
sans always likely to sway 
the referee, moreover in- 
timidate not only the ref 
but the opponents also. 


It must be stated though 
that before their impress- 
ive reults there were some 
real shockers. Take for 
instance the disastrous 
Middle Eastern tour in 
November of last year. 


The national team re- 
turned from the tour rais- 
ing very serious doubts 
about their ability.

Not surprisingly, 
coaches and players 
thought the criticism un- 
justified and exaggerated.

Giordano 
had a miss five minutes 
later and in the 25th mi- 
nute Aguire exploded past 
the defence and nearly 
scored as veteran Italian 
keeper Ivano Bordon mis- 
timed his run out of his 
area. 

With a minute to go 
before half-time the 
Neopolitan pair of Bagni 
and Giordano played a 
wonderful one-two be- 
tween them which 
finished with Bagni shoot- 
ing from distance just 
wide of the goal with 
Mexican keeper Larios 
well beaten. 

With Italy still dwelling

won a corner. With the 
Italian defence still not 
organised, Aguirre was on 
hand to smack the ball in 
from close range to give 
the home side the lead at 
half-time. 


Mexico however were 
soon under barrage from 
an Italian side spurred on 
by their defensive lapse. 
They played some dyna- 
mic football which led to 
the equaliser in the 56th 
minute from Verona’s 
Antonio Di Gennaro. 


The master-move from 
Enzo Bearzot was to bring 
on Verona’s Giuseppe 
Galderisi in place of Bru- 
no Giordano. 


Mexico had fortune on 
their side but still con- 
firmed that they are a 
diligent side but apart 
from Negrete and the 
goalscoring Aguirre there 
weren't too many to stand 
out. 

They then played three 
games in Los Angeles, but 
were unable to find the 
sparkle and panache they 
showed against the hot- 
shots of Europe. 


They opened against 
Chile B, in a quadrangu- 
lar tournament also 
involving Bulgaria and 
Brazil’s Corinthians. The 
first half was not parti- 
cularly happy for the Mex- 
icans, who went into half- 
time one goal down to a 
fine shot by Jauregi.

Mexico were lucky to 
escape with the draw even 
though they hit the wood- 
work on several occasions. 

Perhaps the most alar- 
ming feature of the game 
for them was that Bulgar- 
ia had only three attacks 
worthy of mention and on 
each occasion the Mexican 
defence gave them a free 
shot. 


These sort of lapses 
were commonplace until 
recently in the Mexican 
line-up. 


In fact in the 1978 
World Cup Finals they 
were so bad in defence 
that they were defeated 
3-1 by both Tunisia (of all 
teams!) and Poland, and 
they were also walloped 
6-0 by an ordinary West 
Germany. 


They also struggled in 
the tournament match 
against Corinthians and 


only a late goal by Flores 
let them off with a 1-1 
draw. 


Flores’ ability to find 
the back of the net con- 
sistently is encouraging, 
even though he, as well as 
the key players like Neg- 
rete and Sanchez, some- 
times are found wanting 
and sadly out of touch. 


What is the biggest mys- 
tery of the Mexican cam- 
Paign? It is the fact that 
the Mexican powers-that- 
be insisted on taking their 
squad all over the place 
for match practice which 
in a sense may seem fair 
enough but when analysed 
is utterly ridiculous. 


The fact that Mexico 
are given any chance of 
making a run for the Cup 
in June is due to their 
being on home territory. 
If it was anywhere else 
they would have no 
chance of winning or for 
that matter causing any 
great interest. 


Harsh as it may sound 
these are the facts. Now 
why did Mexico travel all 
over the world when any 
number of nations would 
have been yearning for the 
opportunity to travel to 
Mexico in preparation for 
the World Cup. 


The teams would have 
been lining up to play in 
Mexico, so much so that 
Bulgaria arranged a match 
in Guadalajara against a 
lowly club side, such was 
their desparation to have a 
‘hit out’ there. 


In their clash with the 
USSR in Mexico City the 
home side won 1-0, but 
were much the better 
team. 


Even without Hugo 
Sanchez, the Mexicans 
were very impressive win- 
ning through a 38th mi- 
nute goal by Aguirre. 

But with Hugo Sanchez 
in the Mexican line-up the 
football of the side is 
much more appealing and 
attractive to watch.

THERE are few better run spectator sports than the National Basketball League. 


Virtually non existant 
half a dozen years ago, the 
NBL is making enormous 
inroads into the highly 
competitive market for 
the sporting fans dollar. 

Leading the way for 
basketball is the slick 
Canberra Mazda Can- 
nons, national champions 
in 1983 and 1984. 

The relation of all this 
to soccer is that basketball, 
in Canberra at least, took 
over where soccer left off.

The Cannons play to 
“sold out” home audi- 
ences of 6,000 fans at 
“the Palace”, the super 
indoor stadium at the Aus- 
tralian Institute of Sport 
whilst next door at the 
outdoor complex Can- 
berra City Olympians and 
Inter Monaro struggle to 
get 2,000 fans unless a 
Croatian or Greek club is 
among the visiting teams. 

Where soccer went 
wrong and basketball 
right is not the purpose of 
this article. 

Rather to outline the 
Cannons splendid promo- 
tion/sponsorship arrange- 
ments which is presented 
to prospective backers in a 
superbly produced 
booklet. 


Apart from the Can- 
nons major backer, Maz- 
da, the nationa capital’s 
basketball team raises 
$296,000 from its 
“minor” sponsors. 

And again differently 
to soccer, much of those 
funds are spent on promo- 
tion. 

In fact the Cannons 
spend more on promotion, 
publicity and advertising 
than the ENTIRE Natio- 
nal Soccer League. 

There must be a mes- 
sage there somewhere . . . 

Tronically the Cannons 


sponsorship and promotio- 
nal packages were put 
together, in their early 
days, with considerable in- 
put from the Canberra 
City Soccer Club! 


Involvement with the 
Cannons ranges from a 
Platinum sponsor to a 
game night sponsor and 
for those doubting basket- 
ball’s ability to attract 
corporate dollars, THINK 
AGAIN:

The 23-year-old has 
been in fine form so far 
this season and has been 
widely tipped as the ‘‘sur- 
prise selection’”’ about 
which Queensland coach 
Bruce Stowell has hinted 
over the past fortnight. 

Mengotti was among 
City’s best in their open- 
ing NSL fixture against 
preston and when ques- 
tioned as to whether Men- 
gotti was the player 
Stowell had in mind, the 
Queensland coach cryp- 
tically agreed. 

“The player we are talk- 
ing about is one who has 
gone from being a very 
ordinary player to one 
who I believe can do a job 
for me in the state squad. 
His performances in the 
pre-season and early NSL 
players have put him into 
reackoning,”’ Stowell said. 

And then when asked 
whether the ‘surprise 
selection” was in the Bris- 
bane City team, Stowell 
replied: “Yes, he’s on the 
park today”. 

While Mengotti has 
been tagged the “surprise 
selection” anyone who has 
watched his form improve 
in recent seasons will not 
be too shocked. 

Four years ago Mengot- 
ti was just another player 
in an ordinary valley tri- 
dent state league side, but 
with a determined atti- 
tude, which only recently 
has become outwardly evi- 
dent, Mengotti returned to 
his junior club Brisbane 
City for a crack at the big 
time. 

For two years he 
reamined a fringe NSL 
player — largely regarded 
as an enthusiastic youngs- 
ter who could be used as a 
striker, midfielder or full- 
back. 

But it was been this 
season, in his role as stop- 
per that Mengotti has 
come into a class of his 
own. 

Not only has he a fear- 
some tackle and is strong 
in the air, his early days as 
a free-running midfielder 
have given him the skills 
and confidence in carry 
the ball out of defence and 
into attack. 


Having the experience 
Steve Perry, who has re- 
turned to City this year, 
behind him also has 
helped to boost Mengotti’s 
confience. 

City coach Jim Hermis- 
ton has no doubts Mengot- 
ti should be in the state 
squad and says his selec- 
tion would bre anything 
but a “surprise”. 

“Frank is in fine form 
and deserves recognition,” 
Hermiston said. : 

Hermiston attributes 
Mengotti’s rapid improve- 
ment in recent times to his 
dedication working at 
training and in matches. 

“And his concentration 
during the game was im- 
proved. I think that’s the 
major difference,” Her- 
miston said. 

If Mengotti is incluced 
in the state squad, it will 


be interesting to see 
whether he will be used as 
a central defender or used 
by Stowell in another role. 

It would not surprise to 
see Mengotti switched to 
rightback, with instruc- 
tions to overlap. That 
would allow Stowell to 
solve his central defence 
worries by pairing Lions 
players David Hunter and 
Steve Jackson. Alan Niven 
would assume his usual 
place at left back with 
City’s Kim Wishart and 
Lions’ Wayne Evans vying 
for the No.1 Jersey.

New South Wales. 


Although such a team 
would be heavily imbl- 
anced to the left. 

Stowell is expected to 
name 16 players this week 
who will trian weekly un- 
tilt he May 11 clash, it is 
hoped the Maroons will 
get two trial games before 
the annual game.

PERRY’S RETURN 
IS A BEAUTY 


AFTER 18 months in 
exile, Steve Perry has 
returned to Spencer 
Park — and Brisbane 
City could not be 
happier. 

Perry has slotted in at 
sweeper in the club’s natio- 
nal league team and with 
only a few games under 
his belt he already has 
added a new stability and 
strength to the defence. 

So impressive has he 
been in the opening weeks 
of the season, that some 
have even suggested Perry 
could be in line to win his 
second Queensland player 
of the year award follow- 
ing his initial success back 
in 1978. 

So-much has happened 
to the pint-sized defender 
since that win. 

At the time, Perry was a 
regular in Rudi Guten- 
dorf’s Australian team, 
being rated one of the best 
fullbacks in the country. 

But Gutendord’s depar- 
ture heralded the end of 
the green and gold for 
Perry and it also signalled 
the beginning of a period 
of continual injury. 

Perry each week strug- 
gled injury after injury to 
get on the park for City. 
Whose team was in rapid 
decline. 

By the beginning of the 
1984 season he had had 
just about enough and 
when local" intermediate 
league club Redlands 
made an approach, Perry 
jumped at the chance fora 
change. 

“We had to struggle 
week after week and I 
found it made me tried 
mentally so I needed a 
break,” he said. 
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Perry also claimed the 
club’s policy of spending 
money on facilities rather 
than players also promp- 
ted him to look for an out. 

But after a season and a 
half in the lower league, 
Perry’s batteries have been 
rechangred and he again 
approached City. 

“Steve told me he 
wanted to play for Bris- 
bane City and he wanted 
to be coached by me. You 
can’t ask for a better atti- 
tude than that so we im- 
mediately signed him,” 
City coach Jim Hermiston 
said. 

Some thought Perry 
might struggle in return- 
ing to the national league, 
but experience is unrival- 
led advantage and Perry 
had shown all his old class 
and talent to get out of 
any right situation. 

“After 18 months away 


from the top level it is 
hard adjusting back to the 
quicker pace of the game,” 
Perry said.

“*Without being 
bigheaded, I felt I still had 
something to offer and 
maybe my experience will 
be of assistance to some of 
the younger players.”

The All Age should be 
totally seperated from the 
juniors in the Associations 
and conducted as a sepa- 
rate entity by an entirely 
different body. 

The interests between 
both groups are complet- 
ley different, requiring 
specialised management, 
handling both sections of 
the junior and amateur 
code. 

The juniors objective is 
to promote and develop as 
many boys through the 
ranks, whilst All Age and 
Premier League has a 
more social outlook. 

Players competing in 
All Age and Premier 
League are players who 
are no longer able to com- 
pete in NSL or State 
League, players who 
realistivally have failed to 
make the grade, players 
who believe they should 
have made the grade and 
have been hard done by 

. . and players who have 
no desire to devote the 
effort adn time involved 
in competing at a higher 
level of the game. 

At present, it is impossi- 
ble for any Association to 
devote reasonable amount 
of time to organising both 
sections of the amateur 
game. 

Their participation is 
not questioned but when 
clubs and Associations 
spend time and much 
needed finances discussing 
these social competitions, 
the end result is that our 
junior future talent is 
being neglected. 

At present it is impossi- 
ble for any Association to 
devote reasonable time 
organising both sections of 
the amateur code.

Coaches and adminis- 
trators of both groups are 
forced to sit and wait for 
their section to be discus- 
sed, if time permits. 

Normally it is the 
junior game which is 
pushed aside, as Associa- 
tions are slowly and surely 
being infiltrated by admi- 
nistrators that are solely 
interested in All Age and 
Premier League.

Age and Premier League 
clubs are now beginning to 


dominate. Even worse 
they are coming out of the 
woodwork at a phenome- 
nal rate. I will not be as 
cruel as some senior admi- 
nistrators and label this 
section of the game as 
“grass cutters”. They have 
every right to participate 
in the sport of their 
choosing. 

But what right they do 
not have is to destroy the 
game at grass roots level. 
Bluntly they are gradually 
doing this, separate both 
sections and be done with 
it. 

Associations are allow- 
ing clubs to affiliate, com- 
prising three or four All 
Age sides and one or two 
junior teams. 

This is creating confu- 
sion, as facilities within 
the various Associations 
are limited and in most 
areas extremely crowded. 


Therefore these All 
Age teams are limiting the 
use of venues for the 
juniors and in some cases 
successfully tendering in 
opposition for grounds. 

The facilities, grounds, 
referees and coaches can- 
not cope with the demand, 
resulting in grounds being 
totally destroyed midway 
through the season, re- 
ferees not being allocated 
to matches because of lack 
of numbers and teams not 
being able to find suitable 
coaches. 

The NSW Amateur Soc- 
cer Federation should step 
in and limit the number of 
clubs allowed in each

The decision on 
whether to allow new 
clubs to affiliate into an 
Association should also bé 
made by the ruling body, 
the NSWASF.

WHY THOSE 
GIRLS 
WITHOREW 


WHEN reading the article by John Economos 
on the withdrawal of several players for the 
Australian Women's team to tour New Zea- 

land (ASW March 11, 1986) | was alarmed at a 
number of inaccuracies. 

The action of the NSW players was not only 

_ Prompted by financial difficulties. Rather it 
was the ultimate expression of frustration with 
an AWSA executive which has proven itself to 
be inflexible, non-communicative and isolated. 

Before condemning the action of the NSW 
players the following points should also be 
considered. 

“1. The actual cost to players including meals 
and personal expenses will problably exceed 
$1,000 rather than the $550 stated. The fact that 
two players have paid $375 deposits is NOT 
“contradictory to the grievance” as this money 
was in fact borrowed for that purpose. 

2. The time involved in this tour was 
probably the most crucial factor. Several 
players were threatened with dismissal or 
denial of promotion if they continued to take 
time off for Soccer. As most would be absent 
without pay during the tournament, the real 
cost could be closer to $2,000 — $2,500. 

3. The problem of absence from work was 
aggravated by the compulsory training camp at 
the AIS in the week prior to leaving for New 
Zealand. While no-one denies the benefit of 
such a camp, the inflexible attitude of the 
AWSA in regard to the timing and duration of 
the camp places even greater pressure on the 
players involved. 

4. The fact that a problem such as this may 
arise was brought to the attention of the 
national coach Fred Robins as early as January. 

The NSW executive attempted throughout 
February to initiate dicussions with the AWSA 
in an attempt to alleviate these problems now 
and in the future. All these approaches were 
apparently ignored. The offer of staggered 
payments by the AWSA is purely cosmetic 
surgery, really too little, too late. 

5. The purported “cry” against the efforts of 
the National Executive Director regarding 
sponsorship have not been heard by our 
Federation. 

While some disquiet may exist regarding her 
selection to the position, people are prepared to 
give her time before judging her efforts. 

6. If the AWSA is so concerned about easing 
the burden on our national players why do they 
insist on sending our team overseas every 
year? 

Surely the easiest way to ease the burden on 
our players is to have them play at home. 

However, it appears that our national team 
has not played an international match on 
Australian soil since 1979. | ask the question as 
to how many sports have to wait seven or eight 
years before seeing their national team play at 
home? 

The NSW players and executive do not see 
this as a negative action only. They will be 
presenting practical proposals to the ASWA in 
an attempt to alleviate future problems. 

They realise the strength of women’s soccer 
is in unity. It is now up to the ASWA to openly 
and fairly discuss the issues with all States and 
all players. 

Failure to do so will convince many people 
that the ASWA is in fact a regime intent on self 
preservation.

MONARO’S

WELL, Inter Monaro did want Michael Hocking 
to play but now, following Frank Finlay’s ASW 
article recently, the mood of the committee 
has changed considerably. And who could 


wonder why? 
BY DEREK PEACHEY 


To put it bluntly, 
Michael Hocking has 
blown his chances of get- 
ting off the contractual 
hook. Finlay, in fact, did 
Hocking a disfavour by 
not checking the facts in 
the Hocking/Monaro 
dispute. 

Fact No.1. Hocking and 
the committee of Inter 
Monaro met on 17 
September to discuss con- 
tractual arrangements for 
the 1986 season. 

During that meeting, as 
with the committee’s 
meeting with other play- : 
ers, the full facts of the 
contract were explained. 
A normal procedure. 

Fact No.2, Hocking re- 
turned the contract, 
signed, to the committee 
on 15 October, 1985, one 
full month later. The com- 
mittee breathed a sigh of 
relief. Inter Monaro once 
again had the services of 
its No.1 goalkeeper for 
1986. 

With Nick Antono- 
poulos fit, and standing by 
as No.2, Monaro’s ' 
goalkeeping worries were 
over. That was until ... . 

Fact No.3. On 25 
November, 1985, five or 
six weeks later, a letter 
was received from Hock- 
ing advising the commit- 
tee he would not, after all, 
be playing for Inter Mo- 
naro in °86, as it was his 
intention to travel over- 
seas in June. 

Needless to say, this 
immediately caused a flur- 
ty of activity by commit- 
tee members, namely 
chairman, Gianni D’Ad- 
dario and coach Frank 
Maccarone. 

Hocking was contacted 
on numerous occasions. 
His obligations as a con- 
tracted player were ex- 
plained to him. A job in 
Queanbeyan and payment 
for lodgings in the .area 
were arranged and offered 
to Hocking but were 
turned down by him as he 
had decided he would pre- 
fer to remain at home 
with his parents before 
heading off overseas. 


Further discussions with 
Hocking foundered during 
January 1986 when the 
committee realised they 
were fighting an already 
lost battle for the services 
of their No.1 choice 
*keeper. 

In the meantime, believ- 
ing they had the services 
of Hocking, the commit- 
tee passed up chances of 
obtaining one of several 
experienced goalkeepers 
who had offered their ser- 
vices to Monaro for 1986. 
Maccarone spent many 
hours, sometimes into the 
early hours of the mor- 
ning, trying to obtain a 
replacement for Hocking. 

Unfortunately, to no 
avail, until Steve Hoszows- 
ki reappeared. 


All this time Hocking 
and Lavington maintained 
correspondence on the 
matter but, rightly, Mo- 
naro refused to release 
Hocking from his two- 
year contract uncondi- 


tionally. 

Monaro, and particular- 
ly Frank Maccarone, have 
long been proud of their 
tecord of developing and 
assisting players to im- 
prove their Soccer careers. 

However, a contract is a 
contract and as such car- 
Ties certain obligations for 
both the player and the 
club. Any professionally- 
oriented club here, or 
overseas, will retain the 
right to a professional 
player’s services while a 
contract is in effect. 

Monaro does not dis- 
pute Michael’s loyalty 
over the past years, and it 
is doubtful if Michael 
could dispute the loyalty 
of Inter Monaro to him. 

The attitude of the Bor- 
der District Association, 
an amateur body, is com- 
mendable but Hocking is a 
professional who signed a 
professional contract — 
after a month’s delibera- 
tion, then decided, after a 
further five or six weeks, 
he wanted to change his 
mind. 

If Hocking, during his 
travels overseas, elects to 
play for another club there 
is no doubt Monaro will 
be happy to release him, 
for a fee worthy of his 
undoubted talents. No pro- 
fessional sporting club 
would have it otherwise. 
Why should Monaro be 
any different? 

Is Inter Monaro to be 
accused of leaving a bad 
taste in many Soccer fans 
mouths because they inssit 
on maintaining a pro- 
fessional attitude to a 
problem that has de- 
veloped in a sporting en- 
vironment that is becom- 
ing increasingly pro- 
fessional? 

And who will pay for 
injuries sustained by 
Hocking when playing for 
an amateur club of the 
Border District? Until a 
player is officially trans- 
ferred from the club he is 
contracted to, insurance 
cover remains the re- 
sponsibility of the club. 

Monaro is not about to 
cover a player who does 
not, and prefers not to, 
play for it, despite the 
contractual arrangements. 

As Monaro’s coach, 
Maccarone says, “‘Austra- 
lian players seem to think 
they can take all the be- 
nefits offered professional 
players without meeting 
their full obligations. It is 
time they were made more 
aware of what profes- 
sionalism means. 

“Once they are under 
contract they should stay 
with it. The club who took 
them on has to, and it 
certainly cannot afford to 
keep paying out every 
time a player changes his 
mind. 

“Hocking’s delayed de- 
cision has involved extra 
expense for the club in 
securing the services of a 
replacement. 

“In Hocking’s case I 
kept trying to contact him 
and his parents continually 
told me he was not avail- 
able to talk. So, whois 
stopping whom from play- 
ing? Certainly not Mo- 
naro!””
